Wants AU Power 
John Q Car Buyer usually wants 
power brakes, power steering, auto­ 
matic transmission, heater, radio, 
special color combinations, and in 
some instances tinted window and 
windshield glass, 
power 
windows 
and or power seats and air condi- 
i Honing. Strange as it may seem, all 
of these special features cost money 
and the manufacturer who installs 
them and the dealer who sells them 
must make a profit; so the price 
does a Sputnik. 
By the time these features are 
added the price is far higher than 
th prospect had in mind when he 
entered the dealer’s salesroom. Also, 
the prospect usually overlooks the 
fact that there is a 7% excise tax 
on the car and equipment and even 
on the tires. This tax is actually 
hidden and never itemised by the 
dealer, probably due to the fact that 
the excise tax charged by the Gov­ 
ernment is based on the actual 
dealer cost and not the retail price; 
hence, if the dealer added the exact 
tax he would disclose his cost. Us­ 
ually added to the advertised price 
is a service charge for getting the 
car body ready for delivery, and 
most factorle* add a fixed charge 
to each car for advertising expense, 
likewise not figured in the calcula­ 
tions of the figure the purchaser 
had rn mind 
Optional Equipment 
However, the optional equipment 
preferences and problems of the 
modern car buyer seem trivial in 
comparison to the decisions the 
early car buyer had to make. The 
prospective buyer in 1910 first had 
to decide whether he really wanted 
to give up the horse and buggy for 
any make of automobile If he did, 
then he had to decide whether he 
wanted a gas, steam, or electric 
powered vehicle. Did he wrant a one, 
two, or four, or six-cylinder engine, 
and was the engine to be air or 
water-cooled? Did he want shaft 
drive or chain drive, and lf he 
wanted chain drive, did he want 
single chain drive or double chain 
drive

wheel > ? Did he 
want planetary 
transmission or sliding gear trans­ 
mission—if he wanted a sliding gear

(which meant that the driver had to 
paas through second gear in going 
from low to high or vice versal? Or 
perhaps he preferred a friction- 
driven car such as the Cartercar, 
Metz, and some others The friction- 
driven car had many speeds because 
of a disc that would slide back and 
forth on a jack shaft and by means 
of a lever it would engage a large, 
solid disc mounted at the rear end 
of the crankshaft. 
By sliding this disc as far away 
from the center of the shaft as pos­ 
sible, top speed would be attained; 
by moving the disc inward toward 
the driveshaft, the gear reduction 
would be reduced. And along about 
1910 the prospect had to worry about 
whether or not he should consider 
a gas generator or a Preat-O-Lite 
tank as lighting equipment and 
whether he should have batten; or 
magneto ignition.

ACT BANNING 
ADS ON GLASSES 
UPHELD AGAIN 


HARRISBURG (AP)—A 1956 act 
banning advertisements listing the 
price of eyeglasses was upheld 
Monday 
by the 
State 
Supreme 
Court. 
Justice Michael A. Musmanno 
said it "is not contrary to logic to 
assume that the legislature con­ 
cluded that the welfare of the peo­ 
ple would be well served by re­ 
moving from dealers the tem pta­ 
tion to sell to the public eye-dam­ 
aging glasses in order to adhere 
to a costly advertising program .” 
The 1956 legislative act had been 
appealed by the Price Optical Co 
of 
Philadelphia. 
The 
Dauphin 
County Court previously 
turned 
down the appeal. 
Other States Do It 
The act gave to the State Board 
of 
Optometrical 
Exam iners 
the 
right to regulate advertising on the 
sale of glasses. 
The Price firm attacked the law 
as a violation of the right of free­ 
dom of speech and as an arbitrary 
interference with private business. 
The Supreme Court was unani­ 
mous in denying the appeal, noting 
that 
other 
states 
have 
similar 
regulations.
